FORFEITURE ORDER
Adopted: September 29, 2004 Released: October 1, 2004
By the Assistant Chief, Enforcement Bureau:
I. INTRODUCTION
1. In this Forfeiture Order (“Order”), we issue a monetary forfeiture in the amount of

twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) to Urban Radio of Pennsylvania, L.L.C. (“Urban Radio”), licensee of
Station WURP, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, for willful and repeated violation of Sections 17.47(a),
17.48(a) and 17.51(a) of the Commission’s Rules (“Rules”)." The noted violations involve Urban Radio’s
failure to exhibit red obstruction lighting on its antenna structure, failure to make observations of the
obstruction lighting once every 24 hours and failure to notify the Federal Aviation Administration of an
obstruction lighting outage.

2. On January 6, 2003, the Commission’s Philadelphia, Pennsylvania District Office
(“Philadelphia Office”) issued a Notice of Apparent Liability for Forfeiture (“NAL”) to ICBC
Broadcasting Holdings, Inc. (“ICBC”), the parent company of Urban, in the amount of fifteen thousand
dollars ($15,000).> Urban Radio filed a response to the NAL on February 5, 2003.

II. DISCUSSION

3. In its response to the NAL, Urban Radio did not dispute the violations set forth in the
NAL. Urban radio requested cancellation or reduction of the proposed forfeiture, however, contending
that it acted conscientiously and reasonably to correct and report the lighting outage violations once
notified of the violations by the Commission agent, and emphasizing its unblemished history of overall
compliance with the Commission’s rules.

4. Urban Radio’s remedial actions to promptly correct violations after they have been

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identified by a Commission agent is expected and does not warrant a reduction in the forfeiture amount.?
We concur, however, with Urban Radio’s assertion that the forfeiture should be reduced or cancelled in
light of its overall history of compliance with the Rules.* Accordingly we reduce the forfeiture amount to
$12,000.

III. ORDERING CLAUSES

5. Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED that, pursuant to Section 503(b) of the Act and Sections
0.111, 0.311 and 1.80(f)(4) of the Rules,” Urban Radio of Pennsylvania, L.L.C., IS LIABLE FOR A
MONETARY FORFEITURE in the amount of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) for willfully and
repeatedly violating Sections 17.47(a), 17.48(a) and 17.51(a) of the Rules.

6.  Payment of the forfeiture shall be made in the manner provided for in Section 1.80 of the
Rules within 30 days of the release of this Order. If the forfeiture is not paid within the period specified,
the case may be referred to the Department of Justice for collection pursuant to Section 504(a) of the
Act.® Payment may be made by credit card through the Commission’s Credit and Debt Management
